Is not overturned by a panel of five 
other Supreme Court justices, he will ' 
be unable to cross-examine the ac- 
cused or any wittnesses they call, and 
will have no chance to clarify evi- 
I dence submitted with the U.S. request 
' for extradition. , 

The chief justice's ruling also bar- 
red the press from the hearings. vBor- 
quez is to keep all testimony secret 
until he dlecides whether to extradite 
the Chileans, probably two or three , 
months from now, reported Washing- 
j ton Post correspondent Charles A.
